On August 21, 2008, the State of lowa (Iowa) filed a petition for waiver of and relief from rules
pertaining to the schools and libraries universal service support mechanism, also known as the E-rate
program.’ In the late spring and summer of 2008, Iowa experienced tornadoes and heavy rainfall that
resulted in extensive flooding. lowa estimates the replacement costs for E-rate eligible services in
damaged schools and libraries to be approximately $3 million.” Towa requests relief similar to the E-rate
program relief that was granted to Hurricane Katrina victims.> Among other things, Iowa requests that
the Commission:

e re-open the Funding Year 2008 FCC Form 471 filing window for all applicants affected by the
storms and floods in Iowa;
e allow affected eligible entities to receive 90 percent discounts for reconstruction and/or

temporary services;
e waive the technology plan approval requirement for services requested within the window; and

e extend applicable form deadlines for affected entities.’

Interested parties may file comments on or before October 1, 2008 and reply comments on or
before October 8, 2008. All pleadings are to reference CC Docket No. 02-6. Comments may be filed
using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS) or by filing paper copies.
